GOOD PROFIT 
IN RAISING HOGS 


N. H. Sorenson of Markerville, Alta., 
Gives Interesting Report of 
His Year's Operations 


At the annual meeting of the Swine 
sreeders’ Association in Calgary a 
report was read of one year’s hog- 
raising operations conducted by N. HH, 
Sorenson of Markerville, Alberta. It 
is of such decided interest that it is 
herewith reproduced in full:
